First  B.  of  M.  Printing, 
Speech,  Are  Given  BYU

Some  important  early  Church 
sources  of  the  Palmyra  and  Far 
West  eras  were  acquired  recent- 
ly by  BYU. 

One  of  three  extant  compila- 
tions of  The  Reflector,  a spora- 
dically-appearing Palmyra  mag- 
azine in  which  parts  of  the  Book 
of  Mormon  were  first  printed, 
was  purchased  late  in  April  in  a 
New  York  auction  by  some 
friends  of  BYU’s  library. 

Also  obtained  at  the  auction 
was  one  of  three  existing  copies 
of  a 4fh  of  July.  soeech  at 
Far  West,  Mo.,  made  by  Sidney 
Rigdon.  At  the  time  he  was  first 
counselor  in  the  First  Presidency 
of  the  Church. 

PRINTER 

The  Reflector  was  printed  by 
A.  Cole,  an  ex-justice  of  the  peace 
in  Palmyra  who  used  the  pseu- 
donym 0.  Doeberry  for  his  pub- 
lishing. In  January.  1830.  he  il- 
legally obtained  some  of  the

A new  book  just  about  BYU  has  ap- 
peared on  the  market,  1967-68  Reflections 
Fi’om  The  Daily  Universe,  by  Universe 
Editor  Jaron  Summers,  is  on  sale  in  the 
bookstore.

Many  BYU  students  are  aware 
that  apartment  owners  in  Provo 
are  making  a haul.  Collecting 
rent  from  each  individual,  instead 
of  from  the  apartment  as  a whole, 
they  earn  a nifty  $160  to  $250  per 
month  on  each  apartment,  rates 
unheard  of  elsewhere.  Most,  how- 
ever, are  not  aware  that  the  uni- 
versity itself  is  engaged  in  the 
same  practice. 

The  girls  at  Heritage  Halls 
think  $25  a month  isn’t  bad,  for- 
getting that  the  first  month  each 
semester  costs  $72.00.  This  aver- 
ages out  to  $36.82  per  girl  each 
month,  or  $220.00  each  apartment. 
Since  this  is  in  the  higher  Provo 
rent  brackcv,  let’s  compare. 

M:st  eff  caii'jpus  apartments  of- 
fer a living  room  for  each  apart- 
ment, some  degree  of  interior 
decorating,  garbage  disposals, 
carpeting,  and  often  a pool,  plus 


other  niceties.  At  Heritage,  not 
only  are  these  lacking,  but  the 
girls  are  required  to  maintain 
lobbies  and  grounds  as  well. 

The  management  saves  further 
because  heating  is  done  from 
Central  Heating.  Water  and  pow- 
er, part  of  the  huge  school  bill, 
are  obtained  at  lower  rates.  If  a 
girl  should  want  to  stay  during 
Christmas,  she  may,  for  the  small 
rate  of  $45.00  a month  and  the  ad- 
ditional inconvenience  of  having 
to  move  to  another  apartment  for 
two  weeks.

A native  of  Salt  Lake  City,  Jo- 
hanessen has  performed  with  near- 
ly every  major  U.S.  orchestra  as 
well  as  in  London,  Paris,  Oslo,  and 
Amsterdam.  The  success  of  his 
South  American  tour,  15  curtain 
calls  at  the  final  concert,  was 


matched  only  by  his  1963  tour  of 
Russia  where  he  received  six  en- 
cores for  one  concert. 

His  wife  is  the  blond  third  gen- 
eration of  a distinguished  Russian 
musical  family.  Born  in  Canada, 
educated  in  England,  she  is  now 
a citizen  of  the  U.S. 

She  made  her  debut  with  the  I^on- 
don  Symphony  at  the  age  of  12 
and  since  then  has  regularly  toured 
Europe  and  South  America,  re- 
ceiving critical  acclaim  at  the  Fes- 
tival Casals,  the  Prague  Festival 
and  the  Aspen  Music  Festival.  Her 
highly  rated  Russian  tour  was  the 
first  ever  made  by  an  American 
cello  soloist. 

Miss  Tourel  is  a vivacious  singer 
whose  spicily-accented  English  re- 
flects her  Russian  ancestry.  She  is 
a virtuoso  of  30  years’  experience 
on  concert  stages  all  over  the 
world. 

She  made  her  debut  in  Paris 
singing  the  Polovtsi  Maid’s  solo  in 
a performance  of  Prince  Igor,  She 
praises  French  opera  as  having  a 
greater  union  of  words  and  music 
than  Italian  opera  and  laments  its 
general  unpopularity.

Dr.  D.  Harold  McNamara,  pro- 
fessor of  physics  and  astronomy  at 
BYU,  has  recently  been  elected 
editor  of  the  first  astronomical 
journal  ever  to  be  published  in 
Utah,  “Publications  of  the  Astro- 
nomical Society  of  the  Pacific. 


According  to  Dr.  McNamara,  the 
primary  objective  of  the  society 
is  to  promote  the  science  of  as- 
tronomy through  publications,  lec- 
tures and  meetings.  The  journal  is 
one  of  three  important  astronomi- 
cal publications  in  the  United 
States,  but  it  has  a world-wide  cir- 
culation and  reputation.  The  latest 
research  conducted  by  specialists 
in  the  western  states  and  through- 
out the  world  is  recorded  in  the 
journal  every  two  months. 

Assisting  Dr.  McNamara  as  edi- 


tor will  be  Dr.  H.  Kimball  Hansen 


of  the  BYU  Department  of  Physics 
and  Astronomy,  associate  editor; 
and  Elizabeth  S.  Holloman,  copy 
editor.  The  journal  will  be  pub- 
lished by  the  BYU  Press. 

The  BYU  Department  of  Physics 
and  Astronomy  is  currently  en- 
gaged in  studying  the  physical 
properties  of  variable  stars  that 
exhibit  periodic  variations  in  light 
intensity.  An  effort  is  being  made 
to  determine  the  amount  of  inter- 
stellar reddening  caused  by  dust 
particles  in  interstellar  space. 

The  department  is  also  studying 
the  chemical  composition  of  stars 
through  spectroscopic  analysis. 
Observational  data  is  obtained 
through  the  use  of  BYU’s  24-inch 
telescope,  the  largest  in  Utah. 


Two  pairs  of  faculty  members  of 
BYU  and  the  LDS  Church  School 
System  will  present  lectures  on 
tours  throughout  United  States  dur- 
ing June. 

Dr.  Reed  Bradford,  professor  of 
sociology,  ■ and  Lynn  McKinlay,  as- 
sistant professor  of  speech,  will 
tour  northern  states,  and  Dr.  El- 
mer Knowles,  professor  in  the  De- 
partment of  Child  Development 
and  Family  Relationships,  and  Dr. 
Robert  Matthews,  director  of  aca- 
demic research  for  the  Department 
of  Seminaries  and  Institutes,  will 
tour  southern  and  midwestern 
states. 

The  speakers  are  being  sent  by 
the  BYU  Division  of  Continuing 
Education  and  are  sponsored  local- 
ly by  stakes  of  the  LDS  Church. 
Both  teams  will  leave  June  3 and 
return  June  21. 

Dr.  Bradford  will  speak  on  “I 
Love  to  Go  Home,’'  and  Prof.  Mc- 
Kinley’s subject  will  be  “The  Light 
of  Heaven  Has  Burst  upon  the 
Earth.”

Canter 

By  United  Press  International 

Govs.  Nelson  A.  Rockefeller  and 
Ronald  Reagan  conferred  for  a 
half  an  hour  today  when  their  paths 
crossed  in  New  Orleans.  The  two 
Republican  leaders  spent  most  of 
the  meeting  talking  about  Demo- 
cratic candidates  rather  than  the 
GOP  presidential  race. 

Rockefeller,  who  is  openly  seek- 
ing the  Republican  nomination,  and 
Reagan,  who  will  go  to  the  GOP 
convention  as  California’s  favorite 
son  candidate,  told  reporters  they 
did  not  discuss  the  possibility  of. 
running  together  as  a ticket. 

Reagan  said  he  would  not  accept 
any  offer  to  become  a vice  presi- 
dential running  mate  for  the  New 
York  governor  or  anyone  else. 

“I’m  not  interested  in  becoming 
vice-president,”  Reagan  said. 

Rockefeller  told  newsmen  he  felt 
Reagan  would  accept  the  GOP 
presidential  nomination  “under 
pressure  of  a draft.”  Reagan,  at 
a separate  news  conference,  said 
“liie  point  at  which  I technically 
become  a candidate  is  when  I’m 
nominated  at  the  convention”  by 
the  California  delegation. 

Reagan  said  he  briefed  Rocke- 
feller at  their  meeting  on  “what 
Sen.  Robert  F.  Kennedy  and  fam- 
ily were  doing  in  California.”  He 
said  Kennedy  “had  suddenly  be- 
come an  arch-conservative  in  his 
speeches”  on  the  West  Coast. 


Troops  Fire 
On  Jordan

Israeli  and  Jordanian  troops  ex- 
changed fire  across  the  Jordanian 
River  cease-fire  line  today.  Each 
side  accused  the  other  of  firing  on 
peaceful  farming  villages  south  of 
the  Sea  of  Galilee. 

Israel  reported  a five-minute 
gunbattle  flared  when  Jordanian 
troops  fired  a volley  of  shots  at  an 
Israeli  tractor  in  the  Beisan  Val- 
ley 30  miles  south  of  the  Sea  of 
Galilee.  Jordan  later  reported 
clashes  there  and  in  the  Damiya 
Bridge  area  north  of  the  Dead  Sea. 

No  casualties  were  reported.
